You ask if it is true 


that in making tho levy for state tax 
for the current year the governor and 
auditor included the whole or any rart 
of the $581,712.18 appropriation for 
the completion of the state house, and 
whether, in view of the fact that the 
people have refused to ratify said appro- 
priation, tho amount so ineluded,if any, 
should be collected from the taxpayers, 
to remain idle in the state treasury until 
disposed of by the next general assem- 
bly? 


fn answer, I first call your attention

The constitution provides 


that this shall be done by the general 
assembly; henco the amount to be rais- 
ed upon the assessment for each year is 
fixed by statute. 


The'duty of the governor and audi- 


tor in connection therewith is the very 
simple clerical one of determining what 
rate per cent extended against 
the 


equali/ed valuation of all taxable prop- 
erty in the State will produce the 
amount thus authorized to bo raised. 


The question, then, would be, Did tlm 


Thirtieth 
General Assembly include 


the whole or any part of the Stale 
House appropriation in the amount au- 
tliori/ed to be raised upon the assess- 
ments for the years 1877 and 1878 '! 


The eighteenth section of the fourth 


article of tho Constitution makes it .ob- 
ligatory upon each General Assembly 
to provide for all appropriations "nec- 
os.sury for the ordinary and contingent 
expenses of tho Government* until the 
expiration of the first fiscal quarter af- 
ter Ihe adjournment of the next regular 
session, the aggregate amount of which 
shall not exceed the amount of revenue 
aiillinraed by law to be raised in such 
time."
